Proposed by the Albany School 
Advisory Committee, a group of 
21 citizens interested in improving 
the educational program in the 
schools, the curriculum report was 
presented to the Board of Educa- 
tion at its regular meeting on Nov. 
16. The board agreed to give the 
report careful study and act on the 
recommendations in the near fu- 
ture. 

One of the major changes sug- 
gested by the committee would be 
that “every high school student 
should have a full year of labor- 
atory science before graduation.” 
The committee found that at the 
present, approximately 30 per cent 
of the students graduate from Al- 
bany High School without taking 
a science course The committee 
also recommended that the “pres- 
ent ninth’ grade general science 
course be deleted and a new course 
substituted at the eleventh and 
twelfth grades for students who do 
not the prerequisite college 
courses.” In this course both dem- 
onstrations and individual experi- 
mentation would be stressed. The 
content of the course should in- 
clude astronomy, geology, biology, 
agriculture, physics, mechanics, 
chemistry, psychology and an ele- 
mentary understanding of atomic 
energy.
